Fation due to: God ; the Ca- 
7p endeth in tholique Church rteacheth 
God aints that it confiſts principally mn 
beleining that he is the Crea- 
tor & Lord of all things, and 
in adhering to him with all 
the powers of our foule by 
faith,hope,and lone,as tohim 
who alone can' conferr ouy 
Erernall happineſſe by comu- 
nication of the infinite Good, 
whictk: is himſelf, 

This interior adoratiory 
which we render to G'od in 
ſpirit and in truth , hath its 
exverior markes, of which the 
principall is Sacrifice, which 
cannotbe offered but ro God: 
alone, by reaſon-the homage 
of Sacrifice is eſtablished. irs 
order toa publike confeſſion, 
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&a {ſolemne proteſtatis of the 
ſoueraingnity of God, and of 
our abſolute dependance on 
him, 

The ſame Church teacheth 
that Religios Worship ought 
to terminate in. God, as be- 
ing the: neceſſary end and ob- 
ic thereof ; and. if the ho- 
nour $she renders-to the Bleſ- 
fed Virgin and the Saints may: 
be termed an Actof Religion, 
' tt 1s upon the ground that it, 
rclateth neceſſarily vatoGod..

M. Daille making this ack+ 
nowſedgment in the bookxe 
he writt againſt the Lacine 
Church tonching the obiect 
of Religions Worship , accu- 
feth S, Bafile , S. Amibro« 
fe , S. Hietome , S, John 
Chryſoſtome , S. Auguſtin, 
and diners other great lights 
of Antiquity which did shine 
m that age; and aboue all the 
reſt S$, Gregory Nazianzets 
who 1s nyled the Denuine as a 
note of his excclJency : he 
caxeth all thefe with having 
changed ir this point the dow 
Etrine of the: preceding ages. 
But ſurely it will ſeeme very 
mprobable that M. Daille 
Should have better vnderf-. 
rood the ſentiments of the 
rhree firſt ages, then thoſe 
who did'45 it were inherits 
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Of rhe Catholrqne Tharch. rg 
their dofrine,. immediately 
ypon their death ; and it is 
by ſo much the lefle to be 
beleined , by reaſon that the 
fathers of the fourth age we- 
re ſo farre from perceauing 
afy introduction of new docs 
tines inthis ARof Religion, 
that this Miniſter himſelf ci- 
teth exprefſe rexts by which 
they shew clearly , that they 
preterided , in praying to: 


' Saints, to follow the example 


df their Predeceffors. But not 
to examin any longer the:

celebrate upon Earth, may be 
moued to pray for vs in Hea- 
#wen. This is the manner 
wherein we honour the 
Saints , to obteyne graces | 
and benefits from God by } 
their Mediation , and the | 
cheifeſt of thoſe fauors 
we hope . to procure is that 
of being inabled for their 
imitation, to which we are 
excited by contemplation of 
their 
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their admirable precedents, 
and by the honour we pay 
in the preſence of God to 
their bleſſed memories. 

Whoſocuer s$hall rightly 
conſider the doQtrine we ha- 
ue propoſed, will be forced 
toauowe,that as we ſubſtract 
from Gogl none of the per- 
feRions peculiar to his infi- 
nite efſence , ſo we doe nor 
aſcribe to Greaturcs any of 
' thoſe properties or operati- 
ons the which can not ſort 
but with God alone : which 
doth ſo abſolutely diſtin- 
guish us from Idolaters,that 
we can not conceive vpon 
what ground they lay that 
imputation. 

And when the Pretended 
Reformers obie&t , that in 


our addrefling our a ro 
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Saints,and in honouring them 
as if they were preſent all 
ouer the earth, we attribute 
to them a kind of Immen- 
{iry,orat leaſt the knowledge 
of the ſecret of harts,which 
appears reſerued fingly ro 
God by ſo many teſtimonies 
of the Scripture; in this ob- 
icftion they doe not appre- 
hend our dotine right: for 
in fine abſtrating from the 
ground we may haue to 
attribute to the Saints ſome 
certain degree of knowledge 
of ſuch occurrencies as paſle 
amoneſt vs, or eue.1 of our 
ſecret thoughts,it is cuident, 
that it is no eleuation of the 
creature tranſcending its 
condition, to aftirme that it 
hath ſome notion of things 


by the light which God in- 
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fuſeth by his communication. 
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The example of the Prophets 
atteſts this clearly, God ha- 
uing vouchſafed to diſcouer 
to them future cuents , al- 
though they ſecme to be re- 
ſcrued, much more ſpecial- 
ly , to the Omniſcicnce of 
God. | 
But beſides this, neuer any 
Catholique conceiued that 
the Saints by themſclues did 


- diſcerne our wants, nor euen 


the deſires for which we ad- 
dreſle particular prayers. The 
Church 1s content to teach, 
concurrently with all Anti- 
quity, that ſuch prayersare 
very beneficiall to thoſe who 
praQtiſe them , whether the 
Saints apprehend them by 
the miniſtery & commerce 


of Angels, which, according 


s. DD y

to the profcihon of the 
Church, know what paſſerh 
amongſt vs(as being appoin- 
ted by God's order as mi- 
niſtring ſpirits to concurre in 
the worke of our Saluation ) 
or be it that God himſelf 
acquainteth them with our 
ens by a ſpeciall reuela- 
tion ; or be it that God re- 
ueileth ro them that ſecret 
in his dinine eſſence, where= 
in all truths are comprehe. 
ded : ſo that the Church 
vpon theſe different manners 
hath not determined by 
which of them God is plea- 
ſed to make this communi- 
cation to his Saints. 

But by what means ſocuer 
this knowledge is imparted, } 
it is very certain that it is - 
farr from aſcribing xo the 
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ereature any of the diuine 

erfetions, as the Idolaters 
bid, ſince it doth not permit 
our attributing cuen to the 
greateſt Saints any degree of 
excellence, which is not de- 
rived from God, nor accep- 
tableneſle in his eyes, but as 
derived from their virtues , 
nor any virtue but what is 
the free guifrt of Grace, nor 
any information of humane 
' paſſages bur ſuch as God is 
pleaſed to communicate, nor 
any capacity to aſhſt vs,but 
enly by their prayers, nor in 
fine any felicity , but by a 
perfe&t ſubmiſſion and. con- 
formity to the diuine plea» 
ſure. 

It is therefore moſt cer- 
tain that vpon penetration 
into our interior ſentiments 
B ij 
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directed to the Saints, it will 
be euidcnt that we doe not 
raiſe them aboue the condi- 
tion of Creatures, and from 
this ground one ought to 
be poſſeff'd of the true na- 
ture of that honour and re- 
nerence which is intended 
by our exterior demonſtra- 
tions, the apparent religious 
offices being appointed to 
_ reſtify the interior ſentiments 
of our minds, | 
But by reafon that the ho- 
nour bs £59 the Church of- 
fers to Saints appeareth moſt 
notoriouſly before their Ima- 
ges, and their holy Reliques, 
It is requiſite to explaine the 
Churches ſyncere doctrine in 

this Religious A.

exciting in vs the remem- 
brance of their originalls.

poſſeſſing our eyes emter- 
rains ſo pretious a notion 
in our minds , we are mo- 
ued to exprefſe by ſome ex- 
rerior markes , the feruor 
and extent of our gratitude, 
and we declare by our hu- 
miliation before the Image 
how profound our ſubmiſſion 
is reſpeQine to the Original. 
Wherefore ſpeaking fſtritly 
according to the ſtyle of the 
Church , when we render 
any honour to the Image of 
an Apoſtle or Martyr our 
ayme is not ſo much to ho- 
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nour the Image, as the A- 
ofſtle or Martyr in pre- 
ſence of the Image. To this. 
purpoſe the Roman Pontifi- Pontific. 
call declareth, and the Coun- Rom: & 
cell of Trent exprefſeth the 1mag. 
ſame intent , when it ſaith, 
that the honour we render to C6c-Trid. 
Images » 1s ſo referr'd. to the ; onayſt67 
Ori malls, that by the means uoc. &c. 
uu Images we kyſſe , and

- adore CHRIST IEsvs» and ho- 
nour thoſe Saints which they 
repreſent to vs. 
In fine we cleerly diſcer- 
ne in what Spirit the Church 
honourethImages,by the ho- 
nour it renders the holy 
Croſle, or the booke of the 
Goſpel, All the world ſees 
cleerly that before the Crofle 
the Church adoreth him who

wood ; and that when her 
children bow their heads be- 
fore the bookes of the Goſ- 
pel , when they ſtand vp in 
reſpec at theyr paſſing by 
them, and kiſle them reue- 
rently , all this honour ter- 
minateth in the Ererna]l Ve- 
rity which is expoſed. to vs 
by that Inſtrument, 

There muſt then be very 
little equity in calling Idola- 
try that Religious ſentiment, 
which mouecth vs to yncouer 
and bow our heads before 
the Image of the Crofle, in 
reflection vpon him , who 
was. crucyfid. for our ſakes ; 
and one muſt be ſtarke blin- 
de, not to diſcerne the ex- 
treame difference between 


thoſe who confided in Idols, 
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ypon this opinion, that ſome 
Diuinity or ſome virtue was 
at is were faſtned ynto them: 
and them who profeſle , ag 
we doe, that they intend not 
to make any vie of Images, 
but ſimply to raiſe their ſpi- 
rit vp to heaven with the 
intent of honouring CHR 15T 
IEsvs, or his Saints, and in 
them God himſelf' who is 
the author of all grace and 


- Sandification, 


Vnder the ſame notion, 
the honour we pay to Reli- 
ques is to be apprehended , 
following the ſtepps of the 
primitive Ages ; and if our 
Aduerſaries did refle&, thar 
we conſider the bodies of 
Saints as hauing bin victi- 
mes to God either by Mar- 


tyrdome, or Pennance, they 
B vj 
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would not conceiue that the 
honour we render them , v- 
pon this motiue, can depart 
or remoue vs from that we 
owe to God himſelf. 
And we may ſay in gene- 
rall, that if they would com» 
rehend in what manner 
the affetion we beare to ſo- 
me one body cextendeth 
(without deuiding ir ſelf ) 
to his children, to his fre- 
inds, and ſucccſſuely by de- 
grees to all thar repreſents 
that perſon , to all that re- 
mains of him , or any thing 
that receiueth the memory 
of him; if they did compre- 
hend that our honouring ma- 
kes ſuch a progrefl, ſince in 
cffe&t our honouring is noth= 
ing elſe but loue m1xt with 


feare and reſpet} ; in fine it 
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they did comprehend that all 
the exterior worship of the 
Catholique Church riſeth , 
and ſpringeth in God him- 
ſelf, and that it reverts thi- 
ther, they would neuer ſuſ- 
pet that thoſe Religious 
as (which God alone doth 
animate) could provoke his 
tealouſy. They would per- 
cejue the quite contrary,and 
find thar if God, as icalous 
ashe 1s of the loue of men, 
doth not account that we de- 
uide between him and the 
Creature when we loue our 
Neighbour for his ſake: the 
ſame God, as icalous as he 
is of the duties of his ſer- 
uants , doth not conceiue 
them ro share or part the 
worship which they owe to 


him alone , when from the 
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motiue of the dutys they 
owe him , they honour tho- 
ſe who haue bin honoured by 
himſelf, 

Yet true it is that as the 
ſenſible markes of reverence 
are not all of abſolute _ ne- 
ceflity, the Church, without 
any alteration in the Doctri- 
ne, may haue extended more 
or lciſe thoſe extcrior practi- 
ſes , ſuting to the diuerſity 
of times , places, and other 
occurrencies , not intending 
that her children should be 
feruilly ſubieted to viſible 
matters, but only that they 
might be excited, and as it 
were aduertiſed by their 
means to apply themſelfs to 
God, to offer him in ſpiric 
and truth that reaſonable and 
due ſeruice he expecterh 
from his creatures.

It may eafily be diſcerned 
by this Dodrine with how 
much truth I have aflerted, 
that a great part of our Con- 
rroverſies would vanish by ans 
only right vnderſtanding of 
rermes , if theſe were diſ- 
cufſed with Charity ; and if 
our Aduerſaries did conſider 
calmely the precedent expli- 
cations , which comprehend 


. the expreſſe Dofrine of the 


Councel of Trent ; they 
would forbeare to obiect to 
vs that we injure the Me- 
diation of CHr1sT IEsvs,and 
that we inuoke Saints,adore 
Images in a manner peculi= 
ar to God himſelf. It is gran- 
ted by reaſon that in ſome 
ſenſe Inuocation, Adoration, 
and the name of Mediator 
are competent only to God. 
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and CHRr1sT JEsvs, that 
it is eaſy by a perverſe vſc 
of thoſe termes, to traduce 
our Doctrine and render it 
odious 5s but if they are 
ingenaouſly receiued in that 
ſenſe we haue cxhibited , 
theſe obicftions looſe all 
their force ; and if there re- 
mayne in the minds of the 
Pretended Reformers any 
lefſe important difficultyes, 
naturall equity and ſyncerity 
will oblige them to auowe 
themſelues fatisfy'd in the 
principall exceptions. * 
Beſides this , there is 


nothing more vniuſt then to 
charge the Church with the 
ſtating of all piety in this de- 
yotion to Saints, ſince as we 
haue already euinced ; the 
Councel of Trent iadgeth 
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it ſufficient to informe and 
teach Catholiques that this 
praQtiſe is Good &9* V ſefull 
without advancing it fur- 
ther, ſo that the Churches 
intent is , to condemn ſuch 
as reie& this practiſe either 
by Contempt or Mifcon- 
ſtruction : and the Church is 
obliged ro condemn them by 
reaſon that she ought not to 
indure the condemning of 
falutary and uſefull practiſes, 
nor that a Doctrine, which 
all Antiquity hath authori- 
ſed, should be reieted by 
the Nouelliſts DoQors, 

The matter of juſtification vr. 
will manifeſt yet a greater **/ifcatios, 
light how many difficulties 
may be avoyded by a fyn- 
cere expoſition of our opmi-

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Thoſe who are never ſo 
little acquainted with the 
hiſtory of the Pretended Re- 
formation can not be igno- 
rant , that thoſe who were 
the firſt Authors of it , did 
propoſe this Article to all 
the world as the principall, 
and as it were the moſt eſ- 
ſentiall ground of their ſe- 
paration ; ſo that this ſeemes 
the moſt neceſlary point ro 
be rightly ated. 

Firſt we belceve that our 
ſmns are forgiuen freely by 
the divine mercy for ] = $v $- 
CHR1sST's ſake : theſe arethe 
expreſſe termes of the Coun- 
cel of Trent, which addeth 
further that we are ſaid to 
be wuſtified freely , becauſe 
none of thoſe things which 
precede our witification> either 
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our faith or our works , cans 
merit this grace. 

And by reaſon the holy 
ſcripture explains to us the 
remiſſion of our finns expre- 
fling it ſome times , by ſay- 
ing that God couers them; 
and others , that he takes 
them quite away and effa- 
ceth them by the grace of 
the holy Ghoft, which ren- 
ders vs new creatures , we 
'conceiue that we are to 
combine all theſe expreſſi- 
ons to forme a compleate 
Idea or notion of the iuſtifi- 
cation of a ſinner; we doe 
therefore beleeue that our 
ſinns are not only couered , 
but intirely effaced by the 
. blood of CHrrisT Itsvs, and 
by the grace by which we 
are regenerated : and this 
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perſwa = is ſo farr from 
detracting from that image 
we ought to frame of the 
merit of that blood, as quite 
contrary it indeareth and 
elcnateth the value of it; for 
by this meanes the righte- 
ouſnes of Chriſt is not ſim- 
ply imputed , but actually 
imparted tothe faithfull, by 
the operation of the holy 
Ghoſt,in ſo much as they are | 
not only imputed, but euen 
rendered righteous by the 
grace of Chriſt. 

If our righteouſnes were 
only in the fight of man, it 
would not be the operation 
of the holy Ghoſt : it muſt 
then be iuftice cuen before 
God , fince it is God him- 
ſelf who produceth it in vs 
by an effuſion of his charity 
vpon our harts, 
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all offend in many things. 
Wherefore albcit ovr righte- 
ouſnes be a true one, by the 
infafton of Charity , yet is 
ir no perfe@ one by reaſon 
of the combat between ir 8& 
our concupiſcence : ſo that 
the ſighing and ſorrowing of 
a ſoule repenting her finns , 
performes the moſt neceſla 
duty of Chriſtian cihreoals 
nes , which obligeth vs to 
confeſſe with S. Auguſtinthat 
our righreouſnes in this life 
conſiſts rather in the remiſ- 
fion of our ſinns, then in the 
perfetion:of our virtues.

eat eſtimation in his ſight, 
and $he doth rightfully vſe 
the terme of Merit concur- 
rently wich all Chriſtian An- 
tiquity , cheefly ro ſignify 
the value & dignity of our 
workes, which we performe 
by the motion of his Grace.

&rine. N as 6. ray we 
diſcerne cleerly ( ſay the fa- 
thers of that Councel ) that 
rhe holy ſcriptures eſteeme ſo

Svs- CHRIST himſelf proms- 
ſeth» that a cupp of cold wa- 
fer giuen a poor body , Shall 
not want its reward : and 
that the Apoſtle declareth, that 
a moment of light payne ſuf- 
fered in this world, shall pro- 
duce an Eternall weight of 
vlory ;yet God _ that 4

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Chriſtian should truſt ex glo- 
ry im humſelf , and not in our 
Lord, whoſe geodn wh towards 
Alan ts ſo aboundant , that 
he allowes his own Guifts to 
them to be accounted their Me 
Fits. 

This Dodtrine is ſpread 
through the whole Councel 
which teacheth in an other | 
ſeſſion, that we who are not 
ſufficient to doe any thing dlo- 
ne by our ſelues, can doe euery 
thing by him who inableth 
VS; Fo has Man hath nothing 
wherem he can glorify him- 
ſelf, nor any _ to confide 
in himſelf , but that all bu 
confidence and Jts glorying is 
m CHRIST JESVS, in whors 
we liue , and im whom we 
merit » in whom we ſatisfy 
bearmg worthy fruits —_ 
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tance , which ado their po- 
wer from hins , and by him 
are offered to God the Fa- 
ther , &n in him are ac- 
cepted by the Father. So 
that we preferr all our ſui- 
tes, place all our hopes, ren- 
der all our thanks by our 
Lord Izsvs-ChyrrsT, We 


| proclaime in a loud voice 
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that we are acceptable toGod 
only in him & by him ; and 
we can hardly conceaue how 
any other intent or applica- 
tion can- be imputed to vs. 
We fix in him alone ſo in- 
tirely all the hope of our 
ſfaluation , as we preſent to 
God euery day thoſe words 
in the Sacrifices Vouchſafe 
0 God to graunt unto vs fe - 
ners »your ſeruants » who hope 
in the multitude of _— Mer-

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ys , ſome part and fellowship 
with your bleſſed Apoſtles and 
AAartyrs....... mmto which we 
humbly beg to be admiuted, 
not conſidering our Merit , 
but forguing vs by your Mer- 
& , for our Sawoyr's ſake 
CHRIST IEsvs. 

Shall the Church neucr 
be able to perſuade her chil- 
dren,now become her enne=- 
mies, neither by the expli- 
cation of her Faith , nor the 
deciſions of her Councells , 
nor- by her moſt ſolemn 
prayers preſcnted in her Sa- 
crifices, that she doth not 
owne any life , nor conceaue 
any hope, bur in the merits 
of IEsvs-CHR1ST alone; and 
this hope is ſo powerfull , 
thar it imprints in the chil. 


dren of God , who walke 
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faithfully in his ways,thar 
peace alich paſſethall vnder- 
Sanding , as the Apoſtle 
aflures vs. But yet although 


this hope be ſtronger then 


the promiſes or menaces of 
the world , and be fufficient 
to calme the terror of our 
conſcience , yet doth it not 
ſuppreſſe intirely our feare, 


by reaſon that, though we. 


are aſſured that of himſelf 
he neuer doth abandon vs, 
' we can neuer be certain that 
we Shall not depart from 
him by our own faylings in 
} reieCting his inſpirations:and 
God hath bin pleaſed to 
temper & allay by this ſauing 
feare, that confidence he in- 
ſpireth into his children: for 
as S. Auguſtin ſaith, ſuch is 
our weakeneſle in this ſeate

This is what is moſtneceffary 
to be held and pradtiſed in 


the Dotrine of 1iuſtification, 


and our Adverſaries muſt be 
very vnreaſonable ,and per- 
verſe not to confeſle that this 
DoRtine is ſufficient to in+ 
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[ftrudtChriſtians in their duty 
of attributing to God by 
CHRIST IEsvs all the glory 
of their ſalaation. 

If the Pretending-Refor- 
mers afte? this expoſition fly 
vntonice & ſubtile queſtions, 
It is not amiſle to aduiſe them 
that,it is not now proper to 
raiſe, or inſiſt ypon needlefſe 
dificultys , reflefting vpon 
what they haue condeſceded 


vnto, towards an vnion with 


the Lutherans ;, and what 
they have graunted to their 
own fraternity in the points 
of Grace & Predeſtination. 
That proceding ought to ha- 
ve inſtructed them to reſtrain 
& confine their inquiries, in 
this matter , to that fingly 
which is ofabſolute neceſſity

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co eſtablish the foundation of 
Chriſtian piety. 

And if they could once 
reſolue to bound themſelues 
within. thoſe limits they 
would quickly be ſatisfied,8& 
foone would defift from their 
obicing to ys our nullify- 
ing the Grace of God by our 
afcribing all to- good workes:. 
fince we haue cuindenced to- 
them in- ſo cleer termes of 
the Councel of Frent theſe 
| three points.ſo deciſive inthis 
martes , viz. That our ſinms

I we owe unto a free e> graci- 
| ous hiberality the — 

infuſed into vs by the holy Spi- 
rit. And that as many good 
workes as we performe , are 
ſomany free guifts of grace..

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And we cannot but con- 
feſſe that the moſt Learned of 
their party doenot now Con» 
rend ſo much in this point 
as they did at the beginning 
of the Schiſme, and there 
are few that will not auowe, 
that- a Separation ought 
not to haue bin made vpon 
this Controverſy. But ifthis 
fo important difficulty , in

& Man _ , was -v6r"i 
ently qualityed , by the inft- 
he ney of "i bet tor 
make fatisfaftion for our 
ſinns ; but having ſupera- 
boundantly fſatisfyed, he had. 
power to apply vnto vs -an- 

entire abolition, without re- 

ſeruing any punishment : or 

by commutation of a greas . 
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ter into a leſſer penalty; that 
is , exchanging an Eternall 
paine into Temporall ſuffe- 
rances : and by reaſon that 
this firſt ſort of mercy is the 
moſt compleat ,. and _ 
futing ro > his oodnefſle , 

hath taken that courſe ru 
our Baptiſme : but we main- 
taine that he vſeth the ſe- 
cond manner in the remiſ- 
fion. he graunteth tro thoſe 2 


- who after Baptiſme relapſe 


into ſin» being in a manner 
forced. to it by the ingrati- 
tude of thoſe who haue abu- 
fed his guifts : ſo that ſuch 
offenders are condemned to 
ſome temporall paines , al- 
though the Erernall punish- 
ment be remitted.

We s$hould be very vn--

of his merit. by this pretext,. 
that hauing pardoned vs the 
fin: of Adam, he did not.de-- 
liver and free vs at the ſame 
tyme from all the confe- 
uences of it, teauing vs ftilF 
bieRt to death, and to fo 
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many corporal and ſpiritual 
mfirmities, vnto which that 
fin hath fentenced vs.. It is 
farely grace enough that Izx- 
SVs - CHRIST hath once 
pay'd the price for which we' 
Shalt one day be deliuered' 
from all the miſeries which: 
opprefle vs;: it. is our part: 
to receiue with humility and 
gratitude euery part. of his: 
benefit, conſidering the mo-- 
tion whereby he 1s pleaſed: 
ro carry on our delinerance' 
im that order his wifedome: 
hath deſigned for our happi-- 
neffe,. and for a more cui—- 
dent manifeftation” of his; 
own Iuſtice and Mercy.. 
And for the like reaſon 
we ought not' to maruaile 
if he who hath giuen vs ſo: 
eaſy a deltinery by Baptiſme: 
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becomes more ſcuere to vs 
after we have violated our 
holy promiſes, made vpon 
that remiſſion ; and it 1s not 
only inſt, but een beneficial 
to vs, that God forgiving vs 
the ſin, and remitting the 
Eternal punishment we haue 
incurr'd , $should impoſe 
ſome temporal penalty to 
reteyn vs within our dutyes, 
leaſt we being delinered too 
ſoone fron the bonds of his 
juſtice , we should abandon 
our ſelues ynto! a temerari- 
ous confidence , abaſing the 
facility of his Indulgence. 
It is therefore in order to 
our diſcharging that obliga- 
tion that we are ſubjeQed 
to ſome workes of Pen- 
nance, which we are bound 
to- performe in the ſpirit of 
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humility & repemtance ; and: 
the neceſſity of theſe ſatis- 
faftory workes,was the mo=-- 
tiue that induced the primi- 
tiue Church to impoſe vpons 
Penitents thoſe pennances 
called Canonical. 

So- that when the Church 
infliteth vpon ſinners payn-- 
full 8 laborious iniunctions.,. 
and they | vndergoe them. 
with. humility ,, that at. we 
call SatisfaRtion.: and wher 
either in! regard of the zeale 
and feruor of the Penitent , 
or other good. workes per- 
formed, which the Church 
hath preſcribed,she releaſeth 
ſome part of the Pennance, 
which was owing , this re- 
miſſion is call'd Indulgence. 


The Councel of Trent pro-- Seſl. 25.de+ 
poſeth no more to our Faith gyjs, 
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then this in point-of Indul- 
gences,thar the power of gran- 
tmg them hath bin gruen the 
Church by CHrisT Ixsvss 
end that the vſe of them is 
very beneficial 5 whereunto 
the Councel addeth ;: chat 
the grant of them ought to be 
a:ſpenſed with caution, leaſt 
the Eccleſraſticall diſcipline 
Should: be weakned, and ener- || 
uared by an exceſsme facili-- 
ty » which aduice declareth+ 
that the manner of diſpo-: 
ſing of Indulgences apper=- 
taineth to- Church - difci« 
pline.. 
Such as depart' out of 
this world in Grace & Cha=- 
rity , bur yet owing thoſe” 
ſafferances , which the Div 
uine Juſtice hath reſerued , 
diſcharge them in- the next- 
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life , and this perſwaſion 
hath obliged all the Chriſ- 
tian Antiquity to offer pray- 
ers , almes, and. ſacrifices 
for the faithfull departed in 
the peace and communion 
of the Church; with an aſſu- 
red faith that ſuch ſuf- 
ferers may be eaſed by theſc 
applications : this is what 


- | the Councel of Trent propo- 


feth to be belecued concer- 
ning the ſoules deteyned in 
Purgatory ,- without. deter- 
mining” the ſpecial manner 
of their paines , or declaring” 
any thing. vpon many the 
like Sins gySoma hich 
the holy Councel aduiſeth: 
a great referuednes, blaming 
ſuchr as expoſe what is not. 
only vncertain, but may be- 
vnfound.. 
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This is the holy and the 
harmeleffe Doctrine of the 
Catholique Church in point 
of SatisfaRtions : from the 
mis-conſtruion whereof ſo 
many wrongfull imputations 
have bin caſt ypon her ; and 
if after this explanation the 
Pretended - Reformers doe 
object ro vs the detracting 
from the ſatisfaction made 
by Iesvs-CHrIsrt, they muſt 
needs have forgot what we 
haue profeſſed to them , that 
our Saviour hath pay'd the 
entire price of our Redemp< 
tion , and that there is no= 
thing wanting in the value, 
fince it is in it ſelf infinite, 
and that the refervation of 
thoſe payns, we have affer- 
ted, proceeds not from any 
diſproportion in this pay= 
ment , but from a certain 
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order Chriſt hath deſtgned,to 
reſtraine vs by 1uſt apprehen- 
ſtos,and healthfull diſcipline.

ments requireth that we expoſe in 
the next place that of the 
Sacraments , by which the 
merits ofourSauiour CHRIST 
areapply'd vnto vs. And ſince 
the diſputes we haue inrela- 
rion to them (excepting that | 
of the Euchariſt or Commu- 
nion ) are not perſued with 
much heate, we will in the 
firſt place cleare in few words

The Sacraments of the 
new Alliance are not ſimply 
holy ſignes , which doe boy 
ſignify the Grace of Chr 1sT, 
nor only ſcales which con- 
firme it , but alſo inſtuments 
of the holy ſpirit , which 
ſeryctoapply it vato vs,and 
which confer Grace by the 
virtue of the words pro- 
nounced, and the exteriour 
action apply'd vnto vs, in 
caſe we interpoſe no impe- 


| | diment by our own indiſpo- 


ſition. 

When God annexeth ſo 
great a Grace ynto exteriour 
ſignes , which in their own 
nature hold no proportion 
with ſo admirable effects, he 
ſignifieth to vs cleerly , that 
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beſides what we can confer 
to it by our interiour contri- 
bution, there is required a 
ſpecial interyention of the 
holy ſpirit to effe& our 
ſanCtification, and a ſingular 
application of our Sauiour's 
merits, which are imparted 
ro vs by the Sacraments. 
So that this Doctrine can not 
be reieted without iniuring 
the Merits of ChHr1sST Jesvs, | 
and detraQing from the efh-j 
cacy of the diuine power inf} ' 
our Regeneration. 

We acknowledg ſeauen (i- 
gnes, or ſacred ceremonies 
eſtablished byCHx1sT JEsvs, 
as the ordinary meanes & 
inſtruments of ſanctification 
and perfetion of the new 
man. Their dwine inſtitution 
is extant inthe holy ſcripture, 
cither 
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either by the expreſſe words 
of CHR1sST, who eſtablished 
them ; or by that Grace, 
which, by - teſtimony of the 
ſame ſcripture, is annexed 
ynto them, and inferreth ne- 
ceſſarily God's ordayning 
them, 


By reaſon that infants can Bapti/me. 


not ſupply their own want 
of Baptiſme, by the as of 
Faith , Hope , and Charity, 
nor by their vows 8 deſire 
of receauing this Sacrament, 
we beleeue that if they doe 
not actually receaue it, they 
haue no part of communica- 
tion of the Grace of our 
Redemption , and conſee 
quently dying in Adam, 
they haue no part in JEsvs= 
CHRIST. 

It is fitt to obſerue here,

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that the Lutherans concurr 
with the Catholique Church 
in holding the abſolute ne- 
ceſſity of Baptiſme for In- 
fants, and withall wonder 
that any one hath preſumed | 
to deny a truth , which no 
one before Caluin had cuer 
dared to call in queſtion, ſo 
deeply was it imprinted in 
the minds of all the faith- 
fal. 

Notwithſtanding this, the 
Pretended-Reformers make 
no ſcruple willfully to letr

derſtanding of the caſe, we

no more reaſon to aske vs 
why we tye our ſelues to 
the proper & litterall ſence, 
then to queſtion a traueller 
why he followeth the great 
high-way. It is their part 
that reſort to figuratiue ſen- 
ſes, and chooſe ſuch by- 
paths,to shew a reaſon of 
this their deuiation. As for 
'vs who perceaue nothing in 
the words which CHRr1sT 
Iesvs vſecd for the inſtitution 
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of this Myſtery that obligeth 
vs to take them in a figura- 
tive ſenſe, we conceaue this 
reaſon ſufficient to ſettle and 
determine our receauing 
them in their proper and 
| litterall ſignification. But we 
find our ſelues yet more 
ſtritly tyed vnto it , when 
we conſiderarely examine 
the intention of the ſonne of 
God in this myſtery, which 
I will explaine in the clee- 
reſt, and eaſieſt termes TI 
can poſſibly, and by ſuch 
principles as I conceaue our 
Aduerſaries can not diſa- 
gree in.

. God had forbidenthe Ie-.,, 
ws .t0 cate of the Sacrifice .

Law, nor by the blood of 
beaſts. All the poeple ſtood 
as it were interdicted by this 
reſtraint , not being capable 
to partake actually of the re- 
miſſion, of ſinns, Now ,. for 
the quite contrary reaſon, it 
was requiſtt that the Body of 
our - Sauiour , the true Hoſt 
offer'd vp for ſin , should be 
eaten by the. faithful, in or- 
der to the teaching them by 
this true cating that the for- 

genes Of , ſinns was Ac- 

compliched in the New Tef- 

tament. 

God did likewiſe forbid 
the people ofthe Iews the ea- 
ting :of blood, ; and one of

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the reaſons of this reſtraynt 
was, that the blood of x 


TEuIt- 17:11 for the expiation of our ſoules. 


uite contrary our Sautour 
propoſeth the drinking of his 
Blood , becauſe it 15 5hed for 
the remiſſion of ſins. So that 
the eating of theFlesh 8 drin- 
king the Blood of the Sonne 
of God at the holy table is 
as Reall, as Grace, the ex- 
piation of ſinns , and the 
participation of the Sacrifice 
of CHRIsT Igsvs is aQtual 
and effeftiuve in the New 
Alliance: 

Notwithſtanding which 
truth , by reaſon he intended 
to exerciſe our Faith in this 
Myſtery , and at the ſame 
time to deliuer vs from the 
horror of eating his Flesh, 
and drinking his Blood in” 
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their own kinds , it was fit 
and convenient to exhibitc 
them unto us couered under 
an other ſpecies. Bur if theſe 
conſiderations did oblige him 
toordaine our eatingtheFlesh 
of our Offring in a different 
manner from that of theIews, 
yet he ought not in that 
reſpe& to depriue vs of the 
Reality and the Subſtance of 
it. 

It is apparent therefore that 
to accomplish the figures of 
the old Law, and to putt vs 
in aQtual poſſeflion of that 
Victime offred for our finns, 
CHnrisT IEsvs did defigne 
the giving vs Realy & trul 
his Body and Blood ; which 
point is ſo euident, that our 
Aduerſaries themſclues de- 
fire we should be perſwa- 
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ded, they haue the ſame be- 
leefe as we profeſſe,ſince they 
doe continually preſſe & vrge 
to vs , their not denying 
the true and Real participa- 
tion of rhe Body and Blood 
of CnkisT in the Euchariſt; 
which pretence of theirs we 
will examine in the ſequent 
diſcourſe where we con- 
ceave it will be proper to 
expoſe their ſentiments , 
after hauing fully explicated 
the belcefe of the Church. 
In the meane tyme we may 
conclude, that if the faire and. 
natural ſignification of the 
words, vied by the ſonne of 
God compelleth them to 
- graunt that his expreſſe in- 
tention was to glue Really 
his Flesh when he ſaid, The 
4 'my body , they ought nog, 
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to wonder, that we can not 
conſent to the vnderſtanding 
theſe words as ſpoken meer- 
ly in a figuratiue ſenſe. 
And furcly the ſonne of 
God who was ſo carefull to 
explaine to his Apoſtles what 
he taught vnder the vailes 
of parables and figurcs, ha- 
uing ſaid nothing in this 
point to explaine himſelf 
further , ſeemes clecrly to 
haue left theſe words intheir 
natural fignification. I know 
that our Aduerfaries pre- 
tend, that the matter it ſelf 
explains ſufficiently the mea- 
ning , becaufe , ſay they , it 
1s cleer that what he expo- 
ſeth,is but Bread and Wyne; 
but the cloude of this argu- 
ment vanisheth , when we 


reflet that he who ſpeaketh 
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is of an Authority which 
ought to ouerrule our ſenſes, 
& hath an Omnipotcce tranſ- 
cending all nature. It 1s no 
harder for the ſonne of God 
ro effect his body's preſence 
in the Euchariſt , ſaying , 
Thu #« my body,then to cure 
a woman of her infirmity

liueth ; or in 
the forgiuenes of the ſinns 


freed from thy infirmity ; or

'e hauing therefore no 
reaſon to trouble our ſelues 
how CHR1ST will effe@t what 
he ſaith , we fix our beleefe 
preciſely on his words. He 


who makes whatſocuer he 


Of the Catholique Church. gr 
willeth , by his words , 
effeteth whatſocuer he ſaith; 
and it was much eaſter for 
the ſonne of God to force 
the laws of nature to veri- 
fy his word , then it is for 
vs to conforme our ynder- 
ſtandings vnto ſuch violent 
& ſtrayn'd interpretations , 
as deſtroy all the laws of 
diſcourſe. 

The laws of language and 
diſcourſe tell vs that the 
ſigne which naturally repre- 


| ſenteth , doth very often 


take the name of the thing 
it ſelf, becauſe it is natural 
to it to recall the idea or 
image of it into the mind. 
The ſame hapens to ſignes 
by inſtitution; but then it is 
pon condition that they be 
receiued and acknowledged 
for ſignes , and that the par< 
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ties be accuſtomed to them, 
But that ininſtituringa ſigne, 
which of it ſelf hath norap- 
port to the thing , ( as for 
example a peece of bread to 
ſignify the body of a man ) 
one should giue it that name 
without explaining of it,and 
before agreement made con- 
cerning it, as JESvs-CHR1ST 
our Lord did in the laſt ſap- | 
per , is a thing vnhear'd of, 
and whereof we finde no 
example in holy ſcripture , 
and I might ſay, none inhu- 
mane language. 
Wheteupon the Preten- 
ding Reformers themſclues 
doe not ſo fixe vpon the fi- 
ratiue ſenſe which they 
aſcribe to the words of 
CHRIST JEsvs,as not to ack- 
 nowledge at the ſame time, 
that when he vttered thoſe 
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words, he intended to giue 

vs Truly his Body and his 

Blood. _y 
After hauing propoſed the x.zjzs.

to oblige vs by theſe words, 

vntoa retention and remem- 

brance of the death he had 

ſuffered for our redemptionz 

and S. Paul concludeth out 

of theſe very words , that 

we announce the death of * <0F- 

our Lord in this myſtery: we * 

muſt” not then perſwade our 

ſelues.,that this remembrance 


of the death of our Lord 
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excluderth theReall preſence 
of his Body , but quite 
contrary,if we conſider right- 
ly what we haue here cx- 
plicated , we shall diſcerne | 
cleetly that this Commemo- 
ration is grounded ypon the 
Reall preſence ; for in the 
ſame manner as the Iews 
eating of the Peace-Offe- 
rings did refle&t that they 
had bin offer'd vp for them, 
ſo we cating the Flesh of 
CHR1sST Jesvs our Victime, 
are bound to remember,that 
he ſuffered death for vs. It 
is therefore the very ſame |. 
Flesh eaten by the faithfull, 
which not only reuiueth in 
vs the memory of his immo- 
lation, but doth beſides con- 
firme to vs that verity. And 
we are ſo farr from hauing 
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reaſon to ſay that this ſo- 
lemne Comemoration Ixsys- 
CHRIsT hath ordained vs 
to make, doth exclude the 


'Reall preſence of his Flesh , 


that the contrary is euident, 
that this tender reflexion he 
would haue vs make at the 
holy table on him, as offered 
vp for vs, is grounded ypon 
his Flesh's being Really re- 
ceaued, ſince in effe& it is 
not poſſible for vs to forget, 
that he hath giuen his Body 
vp in ſacrifice for vs, when 
we finde that he continueth 


ſtill {to giue vs dayly that 


victime for our orall mandu- 
cation. 

. Shall Chriſtians vpon pre» 
tence of celebrating in the 
Supper the Memory of our 
Sauiour's Paſhon , retrench 
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from this pious Commemo- 
ration that part which is the 
moſt affeRiue. and moſt efh- 
cacious therein 2 Oaght they 
not conſider, that CHR1ST 
IEsvs doth not command 
that we $hould barely re- 
member him , but that we 
Should remember him by 
feeding on his Flesh and 


- LO. 


vnderſtand him , that the 
Bread and the Wine of the 
Euchariſt should be a Ae- 
morial of his Body and 
Blood : but he relleth vs that 
in doing what he preſcribed, 
that is, in taking his Body 
and his Blood we shonld be 
Mindful 
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Mindful of him. And can 
there be any thing in effect 
more > tn to produce 
in ys the remembrance of it? 
If children refle& ſo ten- 
derly vpon their father and 
his kindenes when they ap- 
proach the tombe where his 
body is encloſed;how power- 
fully ought our loue and 
memory to be excited and 
indeared , when we poſleſſe 
vader thoſc ſacred coucrings, 
and vnder that myſtical tom- 
be,the Flesh it ſelf of our Sa- 
utour 1mmolated for vs, that 
liuing and lite-gtuing Flesh, 
and this Blood ſtill war- 
me by the feruor of his loue, 
and full of ſpirit and grace. 
If our Aduerſaries perſiſt to 
alledge, that he who com- 
mandeth ys to remeniber 
T E 
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him, doth not gine us his 
proper Subſtance ; we may 
deſire them to agree amongſt 
themſelues. They profeſle 
not to deny the Reall com= 
munication of the proper 
Subſtance of the ſonne ofGod 
in the Bleſſed Sacrament ; if 
their profeſſion be ſerious , if 
their Doqrine be not a meere 
deluſion , they muſt needs 
auowe with-vs, that Re- 
 membrance doth not ex- 
cludeall manner of Preſence, 
bur only that which moueth 
the ſenſes, and ſo their anſ- 
wer is the ſame with ours, 
ſince when we affirme that 
IEsvs-CHRIST is preſents 
we accord at-the ſame time 
that he isnot exiſting in a ſen». 
{ble manner. 

And if we are-askd-, the: 
reaſon ( we belecuing , as 
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we doe,that there is nothing 

to ſatisfy our ſenſes in: this 
myſtery ) why we doe not 
grant, that it is ſufficient 
CHRIST IEsvs Should be 
preſent init by our Faith ; we 
may very ealily anſwer, & cle- 
are this equivocal demande. 
Itis one thing to ſay that the 
{one of God is preſent tovs by 
Faith; and an other to ſay, 
that we know by Faith that he 
is preſent. The firſt manner of 
ſpeaking imports only a Mo- 
ral preſence, the ſecond doth 
ſignify a very Reall one ,be- 
cauſe our Faith is moſt cer- 
taine, and this Reall preſen- 

ce, known by our Faith, ſuf- 


ficeth ro worke in the ſt yabac.s.,. 


who lueth by Faith all the 
effects which I haue ſpecified. 


But to defeate at once all 
: E jj 
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x11, the equiuocations , vnder 
__ which the Caluiniſts couer 
vinifs do. FRE Opinions in this point» 
-1ive aboxt and to diſcouer at the ſame 
hetgallit). time how neere they appro« 
ach to ys, although I haue 
vndertaken only to deliuer 
and cxplicate the Dorine of 
the Catholique Church , it 
will not be amiſſe here to in- 

ſert theirs, 

Their Doctrine is deuided 
into two partys or ſcdts: the 
one ſpeaks only of the Figure 
ofthe Body and Blood: the 
other of nothing but the Re- 
ality of them both ; we shall 
examine in their due orders 
each one of theſe different 

art1CsS. 

In the firſt place they al- 
ledge that this great miracle 
of the Reall preſence , which 
we admit , is no way need- 
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fal : that it ſafficeth for our 
ſaluation , that Iftsv $s- 
CHRIST dyed forvs, that 
this Sacrifice is ſufficiently 
apply'd by our Faith; and this 
application is fully certified 
by the word of God : they 
agd further,that if this word 
ought to be cloath'd with 
ſenſible ſignes , the giuing vs 
{imple and bare Symboles, 
fuch as water in Baptiſme, 
would hauebin ſuffticier,with- 
out the neceſſity of drawing 
down from heauen the Body 
andBlood of CHR 1ST Ie- 
$VS, | 

Nothing ſeemes more eaſy 
then after this manner to 
explicate the Sacrament of 
the Lord's-Supper , and yet 
our Aduerſaries themſelues 
haue not iudged that they 
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ought to reſt and acquieſce 
in this expoſition. They know 
that the like imaginations 
haue drawn the Socinians 
rodeny the miracle of theIn- 
carnation. Thoſe Heretiques 
alledge that God could have 
ſaued vs with®%* going ſo farre 
about ; hc had nothing todoe 
bur forgiue our ſinns ; he 
could haue inſtructed vs ſuf- 
ficiently both in point of 
Do&rine and Manners , b 
the, Words,and by the Exam- 
ple of a man fill'd with the 
holy Ghoſt , without being 
obliged for that effet to 
make a God of him. But the 
Calviniſts, as well as we , 
have diſcern'd the weake- 
neſle of this argument,which 
is evident ; firſt , by reaſon 
that it is not our ' part tode» 
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ny or.afſure the myſteries of 
Religion according to our 
own iudgment of their being 
vicfull or vnneceflary for our 
faluation. God alone is poſ- 
ſeſſd of the ſecret , and our 
part 1s the rendring them 
profitable and beneficiall to 
vs, by belecuing them ſuch 
as God promiſeth them,and 
In receauing his graces and 
favours in the ſame manner 
as he beſtowerh them, Se- 
condly', without entring into 
this queſtion, whether it was 

offible for God to ſaue vs 

y any other meanes then 
the Incarnation and Death of 
his ſonne , and embroyling 
vs in that vſcleſſe difoine 
( which the Pretending Re- 
formers debate ſo teadiouſly 
in their ſchooles ) it ſufficeth 
E iii 
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to haue learnt by the holy 
ſcriptures , that the fonne of 
God hath bin pleaſed to de- 
monſtrate his loue by effects, 
which to vs are incomprer 
henſfible. This loue was the 
motiue of that ſo Reall y- 
nion, by which he made him- 
ſelf Man. This loue perſwa- 
ded him to immolate and 
offer vp for vs his body as 
Really as he aſſumed ir. All 
theſe delignes are confe- 

aent to one an other, and 
this infinite loue holds the 
ſame height throughout all 
the ſtrayns & motions there- 
of. So that when he $hall 
be pleaſed to bring each ſfin- 
ur of his (by vniting 

imſelf ro him particularly ) 
to taſt and partake the good- 
nefle,which he hath expreſſ'd 
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to all in generall , he will 
find meanes to accomplish 
his will by things as power- 
full and efficacious as thoſe 
which he hath already ful- 
fill'd for our ſaluation. We 
ought not therefore to won- 
der at his giuing vnto euery 
one of ys the Reall Subſtance 
of his Flesh and Blood. 
He intends by it to imprint 
in our harts this verity, that 
it was for our fakes that he 
aſſumed them , and offered 
them vp in Sacrifice. This 
preceding goodnes renders 
all the ſequence eaſy to be 
belecued; the order of his. 
myſteries diſpoſeth vs to cre- 
dit all this, and his exprefle 
word doth not allow vs any 
doubt of. it. 

Our Aduerſaries did wel

diſcerne that ſimple figures 
and bare ſignes of the Body 
and Blood would not ſatisfy 
Chriſtians vicd & accuſtomed 
to the Grace and Goodneſle 
of aGod, who giues himſelf ſo 
Really ro vs. So that vpon 
this ground they ſeeke tode- 
clinc the being taxed with 
their denying a Subftantiall 
and Reall participation of 
Izsvs-CHRIST in. the Com+ 
munion. They -afhrme with 
vs, that he makes vs parta- 
kers of his proper F whence. 


im.. They ſay that he feedeth vs 


Ww:th the SubFaxce of bis Bo- 
. dy and his Blood : and con» 
ceauing that his Shewing vs 
by fome figne that we did 
partake ofhis Sacrifice would 
not be ſufficient , they de» 
clare exprefſely,that the Bo- 
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dy of our Sauiour, which is Cat. Dim. 


gen vs inthe Communion, 5*: 
doth aſcertaine vs of it. Theſe 
words are ſo important , as 
we will preſently examine 
them. 

Now then we ſee the Bo- 
dy and Blood of CHRIST 
preſent in our Myſteries, by 
the grant of the Caluiniſts : 
for what is communicated 
according to the proper Sub- 
ſtance of it, muſt needs be 
Really preſent. True it is 
that they explaine this Com- 
munication, ſaying it is effe- 
ed by the Spirit and by 
Faith; but it is alſo certain 
that they will haue it co be 
Reall: and becauſe it is not 
poſhble to render this intel- 
ligible, that a Body commu- 
nicated to vs only in Spirit 
E vj 
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& by Faith,sho 11d be impar- 
ted to vs Really and in its 
proper Subſtance, they haue 
not bin able to remain fix'd 
in both parts of a Doctrine 
of ſuch a Contradiftion; and 
ſo they haue bin forced to 

rant two things, which the 
CatholiqueGhurch teacheth. 
The firſt is, that CHrx1sT 
Igsvs is given vs in the 
Euchariſt in ſuch a manner 
as doth not ſute either with 
Baptiſme , or Preaching the 
Gofpel , but is peculiarly 
proper to this Myſterie. We 
Shall diſcerne prefently the 
conſequence of this princi- 
ple, but letr ys firſt conſider, 
how it is allowed & granted 
by the Pretended - Refor= 
mers. 


And in this point: I will 
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not altedge the teſtimony of 
any particular Authour , but 
the very words of the Cate- 
chiſme in that place, where 
it explicateh what relateth 
to the Lord's-Supper. Ir pro- 
nounceth in expreffe termes 
not only that CHRIST Iesvs 
is given vs Really and truly 


in the Sacrament, and in his Dim. g. 


own Subſtance but being af- 
ked the queſtion, what ad- 
uantage wehaue by the com- 
munication in the Supper, 
aboue that in_ Baptiſme or 
Preaching, they anſwer ; al- 
though he be truly communt- 
cated to vs by Baptiſme , and 
by the Goſpel , yet im them it 
i but Partly » and not Ents - 
rely.Fromwhenceit followes, 
that . in : the Lord's - Supper 
they teach he is not giuea vs 
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Partly but Compleatly. 
There is an extreame dif- 
ference between receauing 
in Part;and receauing Plena- 
rily. So thar if we partake 
of Jssvs-CHR1ST in all other 
comunications of him, but in 
Part, and that inthe Lord's 
Sapper fingly ,, we receaue 
him Entirely , it followeth 
cuen by the Confeſſion of 
our Aduerſaries ,. that we 
maſt ſeeke in the Commu- 
nion a participation ſpecial 
and peculiar to this myſtery, 
which can not appertaine to 
Baptiſme or Preaching : and 
at the ſame time it followes 
alfo that this partaking is not 
annexed vnto Faith , ſince 
eur Faith ſpreading & exten- 
ding it ſelf through all the 
acts of Chriſtianity doth exiſt 
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and operate in the Preaching 
of the word, and in Baptiſme 
as well as the Lord's-Supper. 
And indeed it is to be ob- 
ſerued, that notwithſtanding 
all rhe earneſtneſle the Pre- 
tending-Reformers haue ex- 
preſſed to' render Baptiſme 


and Preaching equal to. the 


F.uchariſt, vpon this account;: 
that CHhaisT Jesvs is truly 
comunicated to vs by them, 
they neuer'durft yenture to 
aſſert in their Carechiſmes » 
that CHRIST was giuen vs 


in- his proper Subſtance ei- 


ther in Baptiſme,or in Prea- 
ching of the Goſpel, as they 
haue afhrm'd: it of the Eu- 
chariſt. So that they haue 
bin conuinced they could not. 
decline the aſcribing to the 
Lord'sSupper ſuch a manner 
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of poſleſling CHr1sT, as is 
peculiar to this Sacrament, 
and that our Faith, which is 
common to all the actions 
of a Chriſtian, could not be 
that diſtin 8& ſingular man- 
ner. Now this ſingular man- 
ner of poſſeſſing CHRIST 
Tzsvs mthe Euchariſt muſt 
needs be Reall, fince it gi- 
neth to the belecuer the vee 
ry Subſtance of the Body 
and Blood of our Sautour, 
which 1s not done by Faith, || 
and this is what the Ca- 
tholique Church holds 8 
teacheth. 

The ſecond point granted 
by the Pretending Refor- 
mers is drawn from the Ar- 
ticle following immediately. 
what I haue allready cited 
ous of their Catechiſme:, 
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which is this , that the Body | ... 
of our Sauiour » in regard it 
was once offer d in Sacrifice 
toreconcile vs Unto Gods now 
giuen vs to aſſure vs that we 
partake of that reconciliation. 
If thefe words haue any 
meaning in them , if they are 
not an empty ſound only, & 
a mecre yaine amuſement ,

liation of Mankind. If then 
the receauing of the Body 
of our Sauiour aflureth vs 
of our participation of the 
fruite of his Death, it fol- 
lowes of neceſſity that this 
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artaking of the fruite muſt 
on a diſtin thing , from the 
receauing of his Body , be-ſſ 


cauſe the one is the pledge 
and ſecurity for the orher ; 
from which ſuppoſal aduan- 
cing further , I ſay that if 
our Aduerſaries are forced 
to diſtinguish in the Lord's- 
Supper the partaking of the 
Body of our Sauiour, from 
the haning part in the fruire 
and grace of his Sacrifice , 
they ought likewiſe te diſtin- 
- guich the participation of 
that Digine Body from all 
that participation thereof , 
which is conferr'd Spiritual- 
Iy and by Faith ; for this laſt 
partaking ( namely by Faith) 
will never afford them two 
diſtint ations, by one of 
which they receaue the Bo- 
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tf dy of our Sauiour , and by 
efl the other the fruite of his 
- | Sacrifice; no body being able 
ef to conceaue what difference 
;| there is between partaking , 
-j| by Faith , of the Body of 
iff our Sauiour , & partaking , 
df by Faith, of the fruite of his 
;- | Death. They muſt therefore 
ef yeald that beſides the Com- 
nf munion by which we par- 
ef| take Spiritually of the Body 
,| of our Saujour , and of his 
ſpirit contointly in the rece-- 
uing the fruite of his Death, 
there is yet an other Reall 
Comunion of the Body of the 
ſame Saviour, which is a ſe- 
cure pledge to vs that the 
other ( namely the benefit of 
his death) is aflured to vs, if 
we-doe not fruſtrate the ef- 
- | fects of ſo great a grace, by 
our own oppolite diſpoſiti- 
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ons. This conſequence is ne- 
ceſſarily included in the prin- 
ciples to which they agrec; 
nor can they euer be able to 
explicate this verity in any 
ſolide way, vnleſſe they re- 
turne to the ſenſe of the Ca- 
tholique Church. 

Who can chooſe but ad- 
mire in this point the power 
of Truth ? All that is conſe- 
quent to the principles gran- 
ted by our Aduerſaries is 
cleerly vnderſtood in theſenſe 


of the Charch : euen thefi 


leaſt inſtructed Catholiques 
eaſily conceaue that in the 
Euchariſt there 1s a Comunis 
with CHRrisT Iegsvs, 
which is not to be found 
any where elſe. It is eaſy for 
them to vnderſtand that his 
Body # giuen vs,to aſſure vs 
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thar we partake m his Sacri- 
nl fice» and im his Death. They 
I diſtinguish cleerly theſe two 
to manners necefſary to vnite 
wh vs to CHRIST Itsvs; the one 
e-fis by taking his proper Flesh; 
z-fthe other bs receauing his 
Spirit : the firſt thereof is 
{- [roms vs as a pledge and 
ecurity of the ſecond : but 
. by reaſon things can not be 
> explicated in the opinions 
sf held by our Aduerſaries , 
ef though on the other ſide they 
efcan not diſauowe them , we 
| can not chooſe but conclude

reſented to vs this effuſion," 
bo gining vs two. diſtint}- 
ſignes of his Body and hisÞ® 
Blood ; and that he had binſ{" 
pleaſed to giue to theſe twoſſ® 
ſignes the names of. the thing]* 
it ſelf; and that theſe ſacredſ| 
Symbols were pledges and h 
ſecurities of our partaking|” 
the fruite of his death ; and}s 
that we were nouris hed ſpi-J* 
fitually by the virtue of his . 
Body and Blood:after hauing|* 
ſtrayned ſo hard to proue}* 
that the ſignes receaue thefſ 
name of the thing it ſelf, 
and that for this reaſon theſſ? 
{ligne of the Body may be 
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ot call'd the Body 9 the whole 
hurfframe of this Doctrine did 
2rfoblige them naturally to ſer- 
eqftle and reſt there. And to 
re. fjicnder theſe fignes effca- 
n,fious , it would ſeruc ſufh- 
1Rfciently to haue the grace of 
1isjour Redemption annexed to 
infihem 3 or rather, according 
off their principles » that ir 
1 were confirmed to vs in 
.Jgfchem. They needed not to 
\dJÞaue troubled themſclues ſo 
2 much, as they hane done, to 
dgett vs to conceaue that we 
;.Jreceaue the veryBody of our 
;svauiour,to this end only,viz, 
of'0 aſlure vs that we partake 
efof the Grace of his Death, 
| Theſe Pretended-Reformers 
did content themſclues with 
| tauing in the water of Bap- 
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tiſme a figne of the Blood 
which cleanſeth vs, and they 


neuer thought of ſaying, that 


we receaue the Subſtance it 
ſelf of our Sauiour's Blood, 
to aſcertaine us that the vir- 
tue thereof - therein diffaſed 
vpap vs. If they had argued, 
_ taded {ſo = the 
matter of the Euchariſt, 
their DoQrine would haue 
bin eaſter and lefle incombe=- 
red with ContradiQions. But 
they who inuent and inno- 
uate can not ſay all they 
haue a minde to : they en- 
counter apparent verities, 
and eſtablich'd maximes, 
which diſapoint them , and 
oblige them to reſtrayne their 
own conceptions. The Arians 
would haue wisht, not to 
haue bin obliged to qualify 


our 
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our Sauiour with the name 
of God and his only Sonne. 
The Neſtorians did admit 
but with great conſtraint a 
kiride of Unity of Perſons in 
CHk'trst TaxV's » which 
we finde in their writings. 
The Pelagians who denyed 
Originall ſtn, would as wil- 
lin y have retected the 'mi- 
niſtring the Sacramet ofBap= 
tiſme to Infants in order ts 
the remiſſion of fin, by which 


meanes they wonld haue bin 


delivered - from that argu- 
ment the Catholiques drew 
from this praQtiſe , to proue 
Originall fin. But asI come 
from obſerving , they who. 
findea thing firmely eſtablish- 
ed haue not the boldnes , or 
rather impudence, to ouer- 
throw all at once, OY 
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Caluiniſts auowe ingenuouſly 
the truth ; they would haye 
bin very willing to haue AC 
knowleged in the Euchariſt 
the Body of Its v$-CHRIST 
meerly Figu rainy , and the 
partaking only of his fpiri 
in cffef , ſetting a ſide-thoſe 
big words of partaking of ys 
proper '$ybſtance , and many 
others , which import a Reall 
| Preſence, and doe but mm» 
tricate & perplexe them, It 
would bane fatcd. better to 
their-mindes , not to haue 
confeNled any other Commu- 
njion with CHRIST JEsvsS in 
the Lord's-Supper,then ſuch 
an-,one as iS .amparted' in 
Preaching the Word ,and in 
Bapriſmegwithout tclling vs, 
as) they.,doethat in the, Eu- 
cHari 1Cz15T is receaug 


1s {p1rit. 
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Interly and elſewhere only 
in Part. But though this was 
their wish and inclination, yet 
the powerfulnes of thetermes 
refilted their profcfion of it, 
our $auiour hauing affirmed 
ſo politiuely of the Euchariſt, 
This is my Body;This is my 
Blood; which he never ſaid 
of any other thing , nor in 
any other occaſion, And 
what appearence of rendring 
that common to all the ac- 
tions of a Chriſtian , which 
his expreſſe word hath an- 
nexed ſpecially to one par= 
ticular Sacrament ? Beſides , 
the whole order of the diui- 
ne counſels , the conne= 
xion of the holy myſteries, 
of the doctrine and inten- 
tion of CyHrIsTIESYS in 


his laſt ſupper , the words 
F » 


124 Expoſition of the Doitrine 
themſelues which he vſed , 
and the impreſſion they na- 
turally make in the minds of 
the faithfull ; all theſe ſug- 
geſt nothing but images and 
notions of Reality ; and for 
this reaſon our Aduerſaries 
have bin faine to finde out 
ſome words,the ſoundwheres 
of, at leaſt, might raiſe ſome 
confuſed idea of this Reali- 
ty. When a man faſtens him- 
elf either intirely vnto 
Faith , as the Catholiques 
doe , or abſolutely reſt on 


humane Reaſon, as the Infi- Þ 


dels doe, one may eſtablish 
firme conſequences , and 
make, as it were, an vnifor- 
me draught or deſigne of 
Dodrine : but when one will 
© frame-a compound of them 
both together , one is driuen 


= 
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to ſay ſomewhat more then 
he would willingly doe,and 
in the perſuite, to fall into 
opinions, the apparent Con- 
traditions whereof manifeſt- 
ly diſcouer their Falſities. 

This is the caſe of the Pre- 
tended-Reformers, and God 
hath permitted their delu- 
ding themſelues in this man- 
ner, to facilitate their retur- 
ne to the Vnity of the Ca- 
tholique doctrine, For ſince 
their own experience con- 
uinceth them that they muſt 


ſpeake as we doe, to ſpeake 


the language of truth, ought 
they not to iudge they muſt 
thinke as we doe to ynder- 
ſtand ir right ? If they ob- 
ſerue in their own beleefe 
ſome things that can haue no 
ſenſe but in ours, is not this 
: F i) 
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ſvfficient to conuince them, 
that the Truth is not intire 
& compleate but in our 
Chutch ? And thoſe looſe 
parts of Catholique doetrine 
which are ſcattered here and 
there in their Catechiſme 
( but would, as one may ſay, 
faine be feunited to their 
whole body } onght not they 
perſwade them to feeke in 
the Comanion of the Church 
che full & intire explication 
of the Myſterie of the Eu- 
chariſt? They would certain- 
Iy be brought to it , did not 
hamane reaſonings trouble 
& perplex their Faith, which 
is t00 much adhering to their 
ſenſes. But now after having 
repreſented to them what 
benefit they may draw fram 
the expoſition of their Do-

Since it was convenient{(as XI. 
hath! bin obſerved before ) > Sts 
that our ſenſes Should dif- & Adorati- 
cerne nothing in this myſte- 9,597.7 
ry of Faith , it was requifirt theeuchari/f 
there should be no alteratis, 0s 4; be 
as to their obie&t, in the wy 
Bread & Wine of the Fucha- 
rift, VWherenpon by reaſon 
that the fame ſpecies conti- 
nue as our obie&t , and we 
feele the ſame effects in the 
Sacrament , as were ſenſible 
before the Conlſecration, we 
ought not to wonder if ſore 
times , and in ſome certain 
ſenſe, it is expreffd by the 
fame name. Neuertheleffe our 
Faith being attentine to his 
word , who cfefterh' what 
F iii 
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euer he pleaſeth in heauen 
and on earth , doth acknow- 
ltedg in this cafe no other 
Subſtance remaining , but 
that which is defigned by the 
ſame word , viz the proper 
Body and Blood of CHRIST 
IEsvs into which the Bread 
and the Wine are changed, 
which is what we terme 
'T R ANSVBSTANTIATION. 
And notwithſtanding this, 
yet the Reality which the 
Euchariſt contains, in regard 
of the interiour part, 1s no 
impediment to the being a 


Signe in reſpe& of what it re- 


rains of exteriour and ſenſi- 
ble : but yer a Signe of ſuch 
2a nature as is ſo farre from 
excluding a Reality , as it 
carieth it of neceſſity along 
with it , fince in effe this 
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ſpeech This is my Body being 
pronounced ypon the matter 
CHRIST IEsvs hath cho- 
ſen, is an aflured ſigne , that 
he is Preſent , and although 
the matters ſeeme to our 
ſenſes to remayne the ſame, 
yet our ſpirit 1dgeth other- 
wiſe of them then it would 
doe, if a ſuperiour Authori- 
; did not interuene : fo that 

although thoſe ſpecies, and 
a certaine ſequence of natu- 
rall impreſſions , which are 
made on our bodies.,are yſed 
to ſuggeſtto vs the Subſtance 
of Bread & Wine, yet inthis 
caſe his Authority , whome 
we belecue intirely, preuai- 
les ſo much ypon vs , that 

the ſame ſpecics begin to de- 

ſiene to vs an otherSubſtance; 
ve we belecue CHRIST 

Fo 
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who ſayth , that which we 
rakes and that which we eate 
is his Body ; and fach is the 
efficacy of his word , as it 
keeps vs from aſcribing ro 
the Subſtance of Bread theſe 
exteriour appearances , and 
moueth vs to refert them to 
the Body of CHrist being 
preſent vnder them ,ſo that 
the preſence of fo Adorable 
an obie& being once aſcet- 
cain'd to vs by this ſignes we 
make no queſtion of offring 
ro it our Adorations. 

E doe.not enter into the point 
of Adoration, by reafon that 
the moſt earned and ſober 
of our Adnerfaries hauelong 
fince granted vs, that thepre- 
fence of CHR 1ST Tesvs in 
the Euchariſt ought to. im- 
poſe Adoration ypon thoſe 
who are of that perſwaſion. 
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In fine being once conuin- 
ced that the omniporent 
words of the fonne of God 
effe&t whatſoeuer they pro- 
nounce , we beleeue vpon 
$000 grounds that in the laft 
zupper they produced their 
effect as ſoone as they were 
vttered, and vpona neceffary 
conſequence we acknowledg 
the Reall preſence of the 
Body before our receauing it, 


being fauppoſed,the Sacrifice, 
which we aflert and maintain 
int the Euchariſt, rerayns no 
longer any particular difh- 
culty. 

We have obſerned rwo 


aGtions in this Myſtery,which 
ceaſe not to be diſtin, al- 


though the one relateth to 


the other : the firſt is the 
F vj 


Theſe preceeding points —_ of 
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Conſecration , by which the 
| Bread and Wine are changed 
into the Body and Blood : 
the ſecond is the Eating, by 
which we communicate and 
partake of them. 

In the Conſecration. the 
Body and Blood are myſti- 
cally ſeparated by reaſon that 
CHRIST IEsvs ſaid ſcucrally, 
Thu rs my Body , Thu « my 
Blood ; the which includeth 
a lively and effeuall repre- 
f{entation of the violent death 
he ſuffered. 

And ſo the ſonne of God 
is fett ypon the holy table, 
by vertue of thoſe words , 
couered with fignes that re- 
preſent his death: This is 


what is effeted by Conſe-. 


cration , and this\Religious 
act caricth with it, the pro- 


- 


— 
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teſtation of the Soueragnity 
of God , by reaſon that 
CHRIST IEsSvs being pre- 
ſent reneweth, and in ſome 
ſort perpetuates the memo=- 
ry of his obedience, euen 
co the death of the Croſle ; 
ſo that indeed there is no- 
«thing wanting here, towards 
the rendring it a True Sa» 
crifice. 

Without all queſtion this 
Religious at, as it is diſtin 
from that of the Communi- 
on , muſt needs be of it ſelf 
acceptable to God,and muſt 
inuite him to Iooke vpon vs 
with a more fauorable and 
propitious eye, by reaſon it 
preſenteth to his ſight the 
voluntary death which his 
wellbeloued ſonne hath ſuf- 
fer'd for finners , or rather 
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replacerh before his eyes 
euen his own ſonne , vnder 
the fignes of that death, 
whereby he harh bin appea- 
fed, and reconciled to Man. 

AH Chriftians confeſle that 
the ſmgle pres&ceof Curt 
Tzsvs is a4 moft powerfull 
manner of TInterceffion be- 
fore God for all mankind, 
according to this ſaying of 
the Apoſtle, Cuxrsr Irsvs 


Rebr. 9.24 preſent eh himfelf and Ff/ A 


reth for vs before the face of 
God : and therenpon we be- 
leeue rao ona R1 4, ESVS 
bein elent vpon hol; 
cable 4 this fore of det 
intercedeth for vs , and re- 
preſenteth catitinually to his 
Father the death he hath fuff 
fered for his Charch. 
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Ic is in this ſenſe we affir- 
me, that IrSvs-Cnurist 
offererth himſelf for vs ro 
God in the Euchariſt; ati 
in this manner it 1s we cons 
ceaue that this Oblation in- 
niteth God to become more 
favorable and propitious to 
vs, and for this reaſon. we 
call it Propitiatorie. 

When we refle& ypon 
what CHaisT Ifsvs 
worketh in this myſtery , 
and when we Iooke vpon 
him , by our Faith, as aQtu- 
ally preſent vpon the holy 
table with cthefignes of death, 
we 10Iine out ſelues to him 
in that eſtate, and we prefent 
hinz to God as our only 
Vidtime, and as 6ut fote Pro- 
piriator by the merit of his 
Plovdd , prorefting that we 
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haue nothing to offer vnto 
God but Iesvs-CnrisT, and 
the infinite merit of his 
death. We conſecrate all our 
prayers by this Diuine Obla- 
tion, and by our preſenting 
CHrisT LIEsvs to God, 


we are taught to offer vp 


our ſclues at the ſame time 
to the Diuine Maieſty , in 
him, and by him , as liuing 
Sacrifices, | 

Such is the Sacrifice of 
Chriſtians, and infinitely 
differing from that whichwas 
prattiſed in the Law , being 
2 Spirituall Sacrifice, 8& wore 
thy of the New Couenant, 
wherein the preſence of the 
Vidctime is not perceaued but 
by Faith ; where the word 
of God is the inſtrument. 
that ſeparateth Myſtically. 
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the Body & the Blood, and 
coſequently where the Blood 
3s shed but Myſtically, and 
where death interueneth but 
by Repreſentation ; and yet 
a moſt Reall & True Sacrifi 
for this reaſon that CHzisT 
Jesvs is truly contained ,and 
preſented to God in it, vn- 
der this figure of death, and 
therefore a Sacrifice alſo of 
Commemoration ; which is 
ſo farre ( though obieRted) 
from parting & looſening vs 
from our application tothe 
Sacrifice of theCrofle, as it ft- 
xeth vs the faſter,by all its cir 
ciiſtances,vnto it,fince it doth 
not only relate intirely vnto 
it, but in effe& it hath nei- 
ther being nor ſubſiſtance bue 
by this retation, from when- 
ce it deriueth all the virtue 
1t contains, 


Seſl.22.C.r, 
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This is the exprefſe Do- 
Erine of the Catholique 
Church in the Councel of 
Trent, which teacheth, that 
this Sacrifice is inſtituted 
only to the intent of repreſen- 
ting that > which was once 
petite pon the Croſſe; and 
ro preſerue the Memory of it 
unto the end of all ages, and 
apply vnto vs that ſaumsg vir- 
tre for the forgienes of ſinns 
which we dayly commit. 
Wherefore ſo farre we are 
from beleeving that ſome- 
what is wanting to the Sacri- 
fice of the Crofle, as quite 
contrary , the Church holds, 
that it was ſo perfe, and ſo 


fully ſufficient, as all which 


followes it, is but ordain'd | 
in order to: the celebrating 
the Memory, and applying 
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the Virtue of that Oblation. 
Whereby the ſame Church 
profeſſeth , that all the merir 
of the Redemption of man- 
kind is annexed to the 
Death of the ſoiie of God;8& 
certainly by all that hath bin 
already faid,it ought to have 
bin vnderſtood , that when 
we ſay to God in the cele- 
bration of the divine Myſte- 
ries, We offer you this holy 
hoſt, we doe not pretend by 
this oblation to make, or 
preſent to God a new paye- 
ment of the price of ourSal- 
uation , but to employ to- 
wards him the merits of[esvs 
CHaxiT there preſent , and 
the infinite price he hath at 
once pay'd for our Redem 
tion xl the Crofle. wi 
The Profeſſors of thePre- 
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tended-Reformed Religion 
doe not beleeue that they 
offend ChRIsT Igsvs in 
offring him to God , as pre- 
ſent by their Faith : and in 
_ caſethey did beleeue he were 
truly and Really preſent, 
what repugnance could they 
haue to offer him as being 
Effectually preſent ? So that 
to argue ingenuouſly , the. 
diſpute in faire dealing ought 
to be reduced fingly to his 
being Preſent, 

This ſuppoſed, all the falſe 
tmages and conceptions , 
the Pretended - Reformers 
frame to themſclues about 
the Sacrifice we offer, ought 
to be effaced ; they should 
in juſtice acknowledge faire- 
Iy,that the Catholiques pre- 
eend not to frame for then 
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ſclues anew Propitiation to 
appeaſe God againe, as ifhe 
were not ſufficiently reconci- 
led by the Sacrifice of the 
Crofle, or in order to make 
ſome new ſupplement to the 

rice of our Saluation, as if 
it were imperfect. All theſe 
imaginations haue no admiſ- 
ſion into our Doctrine , by 
reaſon that all this is intended 
by way of Intercefſion, and 
Application in that manner 
I come from deliuering & 
explaining,

brews,which our Aduerſaries

as the moſt certain proof that 
can be had that two Dodtri- 
nes arenot oppoſite to one an

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Shed of Beaſts , their Sacri- 
fices had no other operation, 
but the making a publick pro- 
feſſion,that they had deſerued 
to:dy ; and thatby reaſon the 
divine Iuſtice could not be 
ſatisfied with ſo diſpropor- 
tionate an exchange , thoſe 
Bloody Vidtimes were cuery 
day offer'd and repeated , 
which was a certain proofe 
ofthe inſufficiency!of that ex 
change and ſubrogation: bar 
that ſince CHRrisT Iesvs had 
bin pleaſed to dy for ſinners, 
God being fully fatisfyed b 

the voluntary {bficution of 
ſo worthy a perſon,could no 
more _require the price of 
our ranſome ; from whence 
the Apoſtle concludes , that

but that CanrisT himſelf 
was to be offer'd vp to death 
but one ſingle time. 

Let the Reader then, who 
is ſollicitous of his Saluation, 
and is a freind to truth , re- 
colect ſeriouſly what we haue 
delinered of the manner 
wherein Ctr 1sT Iesvs offe- 
reth himſelf to God for vsin 
the Euchariſt, and I am con- 
fident he _- not find in it 
any propoſitions contrary to 
thoſe of the Apoſtle, which 
I come from delivering , or 
any that infirme his proofes, 
ſo the moſt can be vrged 
againſt ys is his Silence, But 
ſach as will conſider the wiſe 
diſtributions God maketh of 
his ſecrets in the many and 
ſcuerall bookes of his Scrip- 
eure, 
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ture,would nor ſurely reſtrai- 
ne vsto receaue from the ſtn- 
gle Epiſtle to the Hebrews 
all our inſtruction concer- 
ning a matter, which did not 
neceſlarily relate to the ſub- 
ect of that Epiſtle; ſince the 
Apoſtle intendeth in it ro 
explaine the perfection of 
the Sacrifice of the Crofle , 
and not the different meanes 
God hath giuen vs to apply 
it vnto our ſelues. 

And to preuent all Equs- 
uocall ſenſe , if we take the 
word offer , as it is vnder- 
ſtood in this Epiſtle , in that 
fenſe which  implyeth the 
Actual death of the Vidime, 
we confeſle aloud,that Itsvs- 
CHRk1sST is no longer offcrd. 
ſo, neither in the Euchariſt, 


nor any where elſe. Burt as 
G 
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this ſame word hath a larger 
ſignification in other places of 
Scripture , where it is often 
faid , that one Offereth to 
God, what one preſenterh 
before him , the Church, 
which dothnot frame her lan- 
. guage & her dodtrine by the 
ſingle Epiſtle to the Hebrews, 
but by the whole body ofthe | 
Scriptures , dothnot ſcruple 
to affirme that CHRIST 
Jesvs offereth himſcIfro God

Would not all theſe infe- 
rences. be ridiculous > We. 
muſt therefore vnderſtand , 
that CHRisT Irsvs, who did 
offer vp himſelf once, to be- 
come the humble Viaime 
of the Diuine iuſtice , doth 
continue ſtill offering him- 
ſclf for vs : that the infinite 
perfeCtion of the Sacrifice of 
the Croffe confiſteth in this, 
char whatſdeuer preceded it, 
as well as what follows it, 
are intirely relating vnto it: 
thar as what preceded, was

follow,is its Conſummation, 
and Application : that' true it 
is, the payment of the price

more important in our Con-

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rrouerſfices, ſince the queſtion 
is of the Reall prefence of 
CHRIST himſelf; there is-no- 
thing our Aduerfaries find 
more' difficult to beteenc;and 
there is no Cotronerfy which 
ſetts vs more direly Oppo- 
ſite. 

In moſt of our other dif- 
putes , when they reflect 
calmely ypon them,they find 
difficulties grow much cuc- 
ner, and thar very oftenthey 
are more offended with: the 
termes , then with the mat=- 
ters : but. quite contrary in 
this ſubict we agree beſt in 
the manner of ſpeaking, be- 
cauſe on both ſides weheare 
the fame termes of Reall 
Participation , and other ſuch 
like words ; bur the r16re 
exaltly we enter into the exas» 
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mination, the further we find 
our ſelues diſtant from one 
an other, by reaſon that our 
Aduerſaries doe not admirer 
the conſequences of thoſe 
verities they haue acknows 
leged , being, as I haue al 
ready ſaid , diſcouraged and 
auerted by the difficulties 
which occurr to their ſenſes 
and humane reaſon in thoſe 
conſequences.

muſt pur thisDo@trine amogſt 
tlie other confequences of 
the Reall Prefence , which 
thoſe Lutherans have not 
vnderſtood , and which we 
haue penetrated much better 
then they, by the confeſſion 
of the Calviniſts themſelves. 

If our explications per- 
ſwade' thefe ſat , that our

ſince the ſame Church , 
which we belecue perſcue- 
ring throughout all} ages , 
would _ to be a Church, 
if it left to teach the Truth 
revealed by God : ſo that 
ſuch as apprehend leaſt she 
Should abuſe her power by 
introducing Falfities , haue 
little Faith in him , by whoſe

And if our Aduerſaries 
would conſider & diſcuſle 
theſe matters in a fairer and 
more humane manner , they 
would be forced to auowe 
that the Catholique Church 
is fo farre from affeting to 
render herſelf Miſtrefle of her , 
Faith ( as her Aduerſarics 
H i; 
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charge her ) that quite con- 
trary she hath laboured with 
all her power to binde her 
ſelf , and to exclude all 
means of Ihouation, ſince she 
doth not only ſubmitt to the 
holy Scriptures , but, to ba- 
nish for cuer all Arbitrary 
interpretati6s,( which would 
make the conceipts of men 
paſſe for Scripture ) decla- 
reth herfelf obliged to vn- 
deritand them , in what re- 
lJateth to Faith or Manners, 
conformably to the ſenſe of 
the holy Fathers ; from which 


 $he profeſſeth neuer to de- 


part , declaring by all her 
Councells , and by all her 
Profeſſions of Faith , atready 
published , that she admit- 
teth no point of Dodtrine, 
which is not conformable 
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to the Tradition of all pre- 
ceeding ages. 

Moreouer, if our Aduer- 
faries will examine their Con- 
ſciences, they will diſcerne, 
that the name of the Church 
hath more authority ouer 
their minds , then they dare 
auowe in their diſputes : and 
I am perſwaded there is not 
any one prudent & judicious 
man amongſt them , who 
finding himſelf alone in his 
perſwaſion, ( how euident 
ſocuer it might ſeeme to 
him ) that would not be 
frightned with that Singula- 
rity ; ſo manifeſt it is, that 
men haue need in theſe mat- 
ters to be ſupported in their 
opinions by the Authority 
of ſome Society , that is of 
the ſame iudgment. And for

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this reaſon God, who hath 
created vs, and knoweth 
what is moſt proper for vs, 
hath ordained for our benefit, 
that all particular ſubjects 
Should render obedience to 
his Church , the Authority 
whereof.,is of all others vn- 
doubredly the beſt eſtablish- 
ed , not only by the teſti- 
mony which God himſelf 
renders in proofe of it inthe 
holy Scriptures, but likewiſe

Chriſtian ought not to ſub- 
lect his iudgment , ſince he 
oweth his reſignation but to 
God alone. It is from this 
pretenſion of the Indepen- 
dants , that all thoſe incon- 
ueniences are inferr'd,, which 
the Synode of Charenton 
hath ſo wcll obſerued : for 
what profeſſion ſocuer be 
made to ſubmit, vnto the 
Word of God, if every one 
thinketh he hath right tovn- 
derſtand it according to his 
own iudgment, though it be 
contrary to the ſenſe of the 
Church declared in a Finall 
decree, this pretenſion wll 
open the way to all forts of 
EXITauagancies , apd exclude 
vj 
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all means of applying any re- 
medy, ſince the Deciſion of 
the Church 1s no reſtraint 
to ſuch, as doe not conceaue 
themſclues beund to ſubmit 
vnto it ; and in fine it will 
open the way to frame as ma- 
ny Religions not only as there 
are parishes,but euen as there 
are priuate heads. 

For precaution againſt theſe 
incoueniencies, from whence 
would enſue the ruyne of 
Chriſtian Religion , the Sy- 
node of Charenton is forced 
to conſtiture a Dependance 
mn Eccleſraſticall matters,and 
euen in points of Faith, But 
this their deſigned Deference 
will neuer retrench thoſe per- 
nicious conſequences, they 
haue propoſed to themſelues 
the preuenting, vnleſſe they 
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ſettle , conformably to vs, 
this maxime, that cuery par- 
ticular Church, and much 
more each ſingle perſon , 
ought to beleceue himſelf ob- 
liged to ſubmit his priuate 
wudgment. vnto the Aurtho- 
rity of the Church. 


And ſo we ſee likewiſe in 


the fifth chapter ef the Dif- 
Cipline of the Pretended-Re- 
formed Religion,tit. of Con- 
fiſtories. art. z1. that deſiring 
to preſcribe an expedient to 
———_ the debates —_— 
miht ariſe vpon any point 0 

Dofrine o Cn , they 
decreed firſt, that the Con- 
fiſtory shall endeauor to ap- 
peaſe all without noiſe, and 
with all the ſweetnes of the 
Word of God: and after ha- 
ping fett , and rank'd the 
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Conſiſtory , the Conference, 
and the Prouinciall Synode, 

as ſo many diſtin degrees 

_ of Iuriſdition , coming at 
Iaſt to the Nationall Synode 
(abouc which there isno Au- 

. thority amongſt them ) they 
ſpeake of it in theſe termes; 

re. There it &s that the Entier Ex 
Finall reſolution shall be ta- 
kens according to the Word of 
God; to which if they refuſe 
ro acrquieſce m euery point , 
and with a direct renouncing 
of their Errors , they hall be 
cutt off from the Church. Is 
It not then euident that the 
Pretended - Reformers doe 
not attribute the Authority 
of this Finall indgment to the 
Word of God taken alone 
by it ſelf, and without de- 
pendance on the Authority

of the Church 5 ſince the 
Word hauing bin employ'd 
. and confulted inthe firſt con- 
cluſions they haue made vps 
it , they doe neuertheleſſe 
admit anApeale from it?It is 
the Word, as interpreted by 
the Soueraigne tribunal of the 
Church , that frameth theres 
laſt and Finall reſolution , 
vnto which whoſoener refuſeth 
to acquieſce from point to point, 
though he boaſteth his being 
authoriſed by the Word of 
God , is no longer reputed 
but as a profane abuſer and: 
Corrupter thereof. 

But the forme of thoſe 
Letters of deputation which 
were drawn-vp, & agreed 
vpon at the Synode of Vi- 
tre in the year 1617. to be 
_ obſerued by the Prouinces, 
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when they were to ſend de- 
puties to the Nationall Sy- 
node , is yet more poſitiue: 
it runns in theſe termes. We 
promiſe before God, to ſubmut 
ro all that shall be concluded 
and reſolved m your holy Aſ- 
ſembly » and to obey &7 exe- 
cute it with all our power » 
being perſwaded , as we ares 
that God wull preſide m it, 
and conduct you by his holy 
Spirit mtoall truthand equity 
by the rule of his «ord, Here 
the point is not the recea- 
u ng of the reſolution of a 
Synode after hauing diſcer- 
nd, that it hath ordain'd ac. 
cording to the Scripture , 
but here is a ſubmiſſion.made 
unto it cuen before the aſ- 

ſembling of ir ; and this is 
done by reaſon they are per- 
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ſwaded that the holy ſpirit 
will preſide im it. If this per- 
ſwaſton be grounded vpon a 
humane preſumption , can 
one in conſcience promiſe 
before God to ſubmitt to all 
which Shall be reſolued and 
concluded; and to obey &+ exe- 
cute it to the utmoſt of ones 
power ? And if this perſwa- 
fion be grounded vpon an 
aſſured beleef of that affiſ- 
tance the holy Ghoſt affor- 
deth the Church in her 
Finall ordinances. the Catho- 
liques themſelues ' require 
no more of them. 

Thus the proceedings of 
our Aduerſariers doe mani- 
feſt, that they concurr with 
vs in the neceſſity of a Su- 
preme Authority , without 
which there can neuer be 
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a Finall deciſion of any doubt 
in Religion : and although , 
when they caſt of the yoke of 
Obedience , they denied that 
the faithfull were obliged to 
reſigne their iudgment vp to 
that of the Church , yet the 
neceſſity of ſettling ſome or- 
der among themſelues hath 
forced them, in procefle of 
time, to acknowledg , what 
their firſt engagement had 
moued them to contradic. 

Nay they haue gone much 
farther in the iNational Sy- 
node held at Sainte Foy in 
the year 1578, There was 
ſome ouerture made of a re- 
concilement with the Luthe- 
rans by means of a forme of 
profeſſion of Faith general and 
common to all. the Churches, 
which was propoſed to be 
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concerted and drawn vp. The 
Churches of this Kingdome 
were inuited to dcepute vnto 
an a= to be held for 
that purpoſe , virtuous per- 
ſons » approued » and authori- 

ſed by allthe forenamed Chur- 
ches with an ample Procura- 
f102 TO TREAT, AGREE 
VPON, AND DECIDE ALL 
POINTS OF DOCTRINE , 
and other matters concer- 
ming the umion.'V pon this pro- 
poſition , the reſolution of 
the Synode of Sainte =_ 

was agreed vpon in theſe 
termes. The Natinal Syno- 


' de of this Kingdome » after 


haumg giuen God thanks for 
ſuch an ouerture , and com- 
mended the care , and dili- 
gence , as well as the good 
counſels of the fore-mentioned 
perſons conuoked , APPRO- 
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VING THE REMEDIES THEY 
HAVE SVGGESTED , VIZ prin- 
cipally that of framing a new 
Confeſſhon of Faith, and gi- 
uing power to ſome certaine 
perſons to compoſe it, hath 
ordained that m caſe the copie 
of that aboue-named Confeſ- 
L of Faith shall be ſent tne 
enough, it Shall be examined 
mm enery Proumciall Synodes 
or after ſome other manner, 
according to the conuentency 
of each Proumce ; and m the 
mean time hath deputed four 
Amuſters , the beſt expien- 
ced in affairs of that nature, 
eo whome expreſſe order hath 
bin gwen to render themſel- 
ves upon the places, and at the 
day , with letters and ample 
Procurations of all the Mt- 
niſters, and ancient Deputies 
of the Proumces of this King- 
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dome, together with thoſe of 
the Viſcount of Turenes to doe 
all things abowe mentioned ; 


andeuen, in caſe that MEANS 


COVLD NOT. BE FOVND 
TO EXAMINE THE SAYD 
CONFESSION BY ALL THE 
PROVINCES , tt & referr'd to 
their prudence and ſound wdge 
ment to agree and CONCLVDE 
all the pomts which shall be 
brouoht mto deliberation, as 
well FOR THE DOCTRINE, 
as for any other matter , con- 
cerning the benefir » union. , 
and quier of all the Chur- 
ches. This in fine is the re- 
ſult of that feigned tender- 
neſſe of Conſcience in the 
Miniſters of the Pretended- 
Reformed Religion. How 
often haue they reproached 
to us, as a weakeneſle, that 
Submiſſion we profeſle tothe 
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190 Expoſition of the Dofirine 
iudgment , and Decrees of 
the Church, which is, ſay 


. they, but a company of men 


ſubiet to Error ? and yer 
they, being aſſembled them- 
{clues in a Body at a Natio- 
nall Synode , which repre- 
ſented all the Pretended-Re- 
formed Churches of France, 
haue nor ſcrupuled to leaue 
their Faith to the Arbitra- 
tion of four perſons, with ſo 
Abſolute a Reſignation of 
their Indgments , that they 
transferr'd ypon them a full 
power to change the very 
Confeſſion it Telf, which they 
propoſe, euen to this day,to 


allChriſtian people asa Con- 


feſſion of Faith , which con- 
taineth nothing but the pure 
Word of God; and for which 
( in preſenting it to our 
Kings ) they haue ſaid , that 
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an infinite number of people 
were ready to $shed their 
blood. I leaue the prudent 
Reader to make his refleCti- 
ons vpon the Decree of this 
Synode , and will conclude 
in few words my explication 
of the perſwaſions & tenents 
4 of the Catholique Church. 

The ſonne of God hauing 
bin pleaſed that his Church 
Should remaine one, and be 
ſolidly built ypon this Vnity, 
hath inſtituted & founded the  XXT. 
Primacy of S* Peter,to main- _ —_ 
taine and cement it: where- boy /ze of 
upowe acknowledgethe ſame mera, 
Primacy in the Succeſfors of ? "7% 
thePrince of theApoſtles,vn- 
to whome ypon that title we 
owe that Submiſſion 8& Obe- 
dience,which the holy Coun- 
cells & Fathers haue taught, 
and inioyn'd the faithfull. 
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As for thoſe points, which 
are ſo vſually diſputed inthe 
Schooles , although the Mi- 
niſters doe corinually alledge 
- them, to aſperſe, and render 
that Authority odious, 1t 1s 
to little purpoſe to mention , 
them in this diſcourſe, fince 
they are not points of Cathoe 
lique Faich. Ir is ſufficient 
here to confeſſe a Head eſta- 
blished by God : which will 
freely be accorded by all ſuch 
as affeft Vnion & Concord 
of Chriſtian Fraternity, Ec« 
cleſtaſticall Vnanimity. 

And certaine it is , that if 
the Founders of the Preten- 
ded Reformation had loued 
Vaity in the Church, they 
would neuer haue abolished 
Epiſcopall Gouernement , 
which we finde an 4x

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by IEsSvs-CHRIsT him- 
ſelf, and which we ſee im- 
power d & authoriſed even 
in the dayes of the Apoſtles; 
nor would they haue deſpi- 
fed the Authority of S. Pe- 
ter's ſ{eate, which hath ſo ſo- 
lid a foundation in theGhoſ- 
pel, and ſo euident a conti- 
nuation in Eccleſtaſticall Tra- 
dition : they would rather 
haue zealouſly maintain'd 
Epiſcopall Iuriſdi&tion, which: 
ſetleth & preſerueth Vnion 
in particular Churches, and 
the Primacy of S. Peter's 
Chaire, which1s the common 
center ofallCatholiqueVnio. 
This is the expoſition of 
the Catholique Doctrine , 
wherein , to tye my ſelf to c

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tions, which the Pretendedt- 

"Reformers themſclues doe 
rot account alegitimate mo- 
tiue for a Breach, or Separa-- 
tion : and I my hope that 
thoſe of their Communion,, 
who $hall examine. fairely 
& with Chriſtian equity all | 
the parts and conſequences 
of this Treatiſe, will by che 
reading thereof , be better 
diſpoſed to accept, and ac- 
quieſcevnto thoſe proofs;vpo 
which the Faith ofthe Chur- 
ch is eſtablished , and will at 
leaſt auowe that. many. of 
our Controuerſies may be 
decided by a ſyncere cxpli- 
cation of our per{waſtons,and 
that our Doctrine is Holy; 
and that, euen by their own 
principles , none of the Ar- 
ticles of ourBcleet ouerthrow 
the Foundations of our Eter- 
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nall Beatitude.. 153 Fe 
If any one $hall conceaue 
-it requiſite to reply to this 
Treatiſe ,. I muſt deſire him 
to conſider , that to, aduance 
_ any thing towards. his-intent,. 
- he muſt not attempt to re- 
fute the Doctrine it contai- 
neth, flace my deſigne was 
ro Propoſe it only , withour 
Supporting it by any Proofs; 
and if in ſome paſlages I haue 
rouched part of the grounds, 
& reaſons which eſtablish it, 
the reaſon was becauſe the 
knowledg of the principall 
grounds of a Doctrine, doth 
ofren beare a part neceſſary 
for its explication. | 
It would be alſo a great 
digreſſion from the defigne 
of chis Treatiſe to dicuſſe the 
different ways , methodes, 
motiucs, and arguments whi- 
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ch the Catholique Dinines 
make uſe of to eſtablish.or 
illuſtrate the Doctrine of the 
Councel of Trent 3 and the 
various conſequences parti- 
cular Do&ors haue deduced 
from them. To vrge any 
thing ſolide againſt this Treas» 
tiſc, and that cometh home 
to the point,it muſt either be 
proued by ſome adts , which 
the Church hath engaged 
herſelfe to receaue, that her 
Faith is not here faithfully 
deliuered; or be shewed. that 
this explanation leaneth all 
the Aduerſarics Obiections 
in their full force; or in fine 
it muſt be expoſed directly 
wherein this Doctrine ſub- 
nerteth the Grounds and” 
Foundation of Faith,
